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1. The Office action is in response to the amendment filed September 22, 1999. Claims 1-10 
are pending. The specification and claims 1 and 10 have been amended as requested. 

2. Claims 1-10 are allowed 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims recite a 
portable terminal for a cellular radio system and a method of using such a device where successive 
pushes of the buttons is used to select from a plurality of characters associated with a particular 
key. Such a feature is not taught or suggested by the prior art. The prior art teaches the selection 
of commands by successive presses of keys on a calculator but does not teach the selection of 
characters or the use in a cellular radio device. Phone systems usually have three characters 
associated with most keys that are selected by the pressing of two keys. Thus, they are not 
selected by successive pressing of the same keys.
